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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a), with respect to Andrew Dean, 
and the renewed petition under CFR 1.183, requesting waiver of 37 CFR 1.63 and 1.67, which 
requires all of the joint inventors to execute a supplemental declaration, with respect to John 
Underwood, Paul Neilson, Hanson Char, David Shing, Peter Horner, Mark Underwood, and 
Darren Slaney.
